Japanese aeroplanes, supported by artillery, 
simultaneously subjected the forts on Lion Hill, 
below Kiukiang, to a severe all-day bombard- 
oe according to Japanese reports received 

ere. 

The Japanese have not yet been able to 
ascertain the numerical strength of the Chinese 
forces defending Lion Hill, but admit that the |. 
Chinese are offering extremely stiff resistance. 

A Chinese gunboat has been sunk on Poyang 
Lake, south of Hukow, but this is probably only 
a very small craft, as the lake, although 
containing over 3,000 square miles of water, is 
extremely shallow. 

The Japanese claim to have shot down a 


bomber and pursuit plane which appeared over 
Anking to-day.—Trans-Ocean.

Enormous Casualties 
On Yangtse 


Kiukiang, July 16. 
Japanese casualties in recent 
sanguinary engagements in fhe 
Hukow-Pengtseh area have 
reached 10,000 according to in- 
formation from military circles. 


The heavy Japanese losses {ncurred, 


are interpreted by these circles as the 
principal reason {for the present, lull 
on the Yangtse River as the Japanese 
have to mass reinforcements before 
they can launch a new offensive. 

It is stated that on Thursday more 
than 20 Japanese transports fully 
loaded with corpses of Japanese army 
oMcers and soldicrs killed in action 
steered downstream to Wuhu where 
they were cremated. 

Except for the exchange of fire be- 
tween Japanese warships and Chinesa 
shore batteries there was no major 
fighting on the Yangtse front yester- 
day. According to a Chinese official 
communique, a Japanese warship was 
hit in the stern and two steam 
launches were sunk when the Chinese 
shore batteries shelled, the concen- 
tration of Japancse ‘vessels in the 
river at Hukow. Flre was scen 
billewing up from the damaged 
warship. 

Two Japanese warships and more 
than 10 stenm launches approached 
Shoe Hil, an Islet near , Hukow. 
Chinese shore. batteries fired at them, 
whist Chinese bombing planes which 
happened to fly over the place dump- 
ed .their missiles on them. They 
hurriedly steamed away in a north- 
easterly dircetion. 

Supported by artillery, the Japan- 
ese at Slangkow attacked the Chinese 
at: Hslangshan in an attempt to dis- 
lodge them yesterday morning.

BRITISH WOMAN 
TELLS OF LOSS 
OF HSUCHOW 


The only foreign woman journalist to witness the 
fall of Hsuchow, Miss Iris Wilkinson, a New Zealander, 
who was reported missing after the city’s bombing, is 
now in Hongkong. Miss Wilkinson yesterday described 
the adventures of her trip, which included a trek across 
Shantung from Hsuchow to Tsingtao and culminated in 
her admission to the War Memorial Nursing Home, 


suffering from nervous prostration. 


Miss Wilkinson's story of her trip 
is: 
After Hongkong, Canton, Shanghai 
and back to Canton, I found myself 
in Hankow determined to get o pass 
through to Talerchwang. 

{ had to work to get that pass, 
benring Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek's great red seal. Hsuchow was 
“buse camp,” reached with Httle in- 
cident, except that at the Cheng- 
chow junction, as it was physically 
Impossible to board no train by its 
blocked doors, I had to gct an enor- 
mous soldier In 1 wolfskin collar to 
throw me head foremost through the 
window, where I landed on a strug- 
wling but fortunately seft mass of 
people ond string kits: and that, the 
line having been broken by bombs, 
we remained stuck in pltiless dust 
for two days at Liu Ho, a Chinese 
girl and I finally escuping by troop 
train. She couldn't speak n word of 
English, nor I of Mandarin, but we 
sang songs to the soldiers half the 
night—song from Manchuria, Dixie, 
Dublin, Peiping, even Maorllana. 
The soldiers steod up to It nobly. 

Hsuchow—I cun hardly bear to 
write of Hsuchow, there Hes such a 
bitter contrast between the first 
glimpses of it—on May 1l—and the 
lust, on June 16, never a rich man's 
city, it was full of life, argument, 
colour, The Chinese babies wore 
those absurd, delightful wired pom- 
poms of flowers und bells above 
their black hair. Little mules jingl- 
ed and stumped, the creamy yellow 
of small clay houses drank up the 
sun like a huge bed of marigolds. 
A pagoda dreamed on one hill, an 
clderly watch tower on another. 
Streets I remember bright with 
crude but shapely brass bowls and 
spoons, and incessant leprechaun 
hammering going on. 


LI MAKES STAND 

Hsuchow was the headquarters of 
Li Chung-jen, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Tsinpu front, who after the 
long struggle for.the city’s posses- 
sion, escaped by plane te Hankow, 
and is, still in active command. By 
all accounts, L! Chung-jen_ did as 
well as could possibly have been ex- 
pected or better. For on the morn- 
ing of May 17, we heard that re- 
inforcemeats had been promised it 
the city could hold out till nightfall. 

After dark on the night of the 
17th, he was still at his’ headquar- 
ters—I. was one of the party which 
went to get military passes and saw 
him there. The Chinese report was 
that he left by ‘plane carly in the 
morning of the 19th—the day Hsu- 
chow fell. During that time, no 
reinforcements had arrived. The 
city’s one antl-nircraft gun stam- 
mered away at fiects of Japanese 
bombers which were once recorded 
as numbcring 200; flesh and blood 
and heroism—the scarcely recognised 
but magnificent herojsm.of ill-equip- 
ped Chinese soldiers—stood In the 
way of the advancing Japanese tanks, 
and downed seven of them, In pits 
which had been prepared as part of 
Hsuchow,s defences months before. 

I broke every canon of etiquette 
and civility by not presenting myself 
at Lt. Chung-jen’s headquarters ns 
soon as I reached Hauchow, but I 
wag afraid he might stop me ‘from 
going on to the castern front. “Some

with the American Mission for the 
care of refugees, and the establish- 
ment of refugee camps if they should 
be needed. We had Hsuchow's 
sweet little wild cherries, jee-cream 
from Dr. MncFayden’s freezer, and 
then “saying goodbye on the edge of 
the dark.” 


RAIN AND DARKNESS 


I can only write of it in scraps. ... 
getting off in pitch darkness at Yun 
Ho station, being promptly escorted 
down to a huge concrete dugout filled 
with good-tempered Chinese soldicrs. 
They were a little surprised, perhaps, 
lo see a foreign woman emerge drip- 
plng with midnight rain In their dug- 
out, but we could converse In dog- 
French—the Lung-hat was an old 
French Une—and the upshot was that 
I went to sleep in the statlon master’s 
bed, troubled only by more French 
questions than any human stomach 
could be expected to contain. I am 
too fond of Chinese people, and too 
much enchanted by their hospitality, 
to like criticising them In any respect, 
but I do wish they'd get over the 
fried egg fallacy. Forelgners and 
fried eggs are tied in Gordian knots 
in the Chinese mind. 

Walking with the station master 
around the clear morning fields. .his 
French seemed ao little sad, a little 
heavy. I heard the big guns mutter. 
Ing away, 50 li to the east. Two 
months’ drought at Yun Ho had dried 
the young wheat sallow. He was 
killed a few days later, this quiet, 
sad mun. A bomb smashed a direct 
hit on the station dug-out. 

General Tang En-po’s headquarters, 
not a li from Yun Ho. This house 
and great lacquered and gilded char- 
acter-banners nailed around the decp 
balcony, in whose rafters the dark 
blue forked bodies of swallows wove 
in and out. Chinese “chow,” Sunkist 
oranges, Sheffield cutlery: French 
was no good here, so we just ate, 
looking affable, until Paul Yuch ap- 
peared on the scenc—a_ round-faced 
joy Chinese graduate of the Jef- 
ferson College, who spoke good Eng- 
lish. Tang En-po was away super- 
vising a grand slam of troops from 
east to west, so I interviewed his of- 
ficers and secretary. - 


AIR RAID HORROR 


The most terrifying part com- 
menced on May 10, when over 200 
incendiary bombs were dropped on 
Hsuchow, levelling and destroying 
more than 200 houses. Hundreds of 
people were kilicd outright; others 
were incinerated in the ruins. I have 
never heard anything Ilke the screanis 
and wails of~the unhappy victims. 

Dr. Gricbel's hospital was full to 
overflowing with the victims, and she 
even had to use the mortuary to 
accommodate the overflow. The 
People were too afraid to come --d 
take away the dead. Foreign mo- 
perty suffered just as much as the 
Chinese buildings, and the sisters of 
the Roman Catholic mission were 
evacuated into ‘the country. In 
addftion to the bombs the Japanese 
planes dropped in leaficts, saying they 
would enter Hsuchow on May 15, 

On the night of May 14 I was 
awakened by a young Chinese named 


Ycong Chung-yao, who told me that |- 


the Jopaneso had cut the Lung-Hal 
railway and the only escape from 
Hsuchow was by foot. I made twu 
efforts to get back to Hankow where 
Thad left my baggage, but failed cn 
euch occasion, It was then that I 
decided to walk overland to the north, 
My eye had been ‘badly damaged— 
so that_I could not see out of it—by 
a frenzled Chinese refugee who struck 
me with.an electric torch as he pass- 
ed me, As 1 was trudging along the 
road, a Japanese truck yave me a lift, 
A Jnpanese oflcer was in charge of 
the trick. - 4 

He told. mic it was a pity I was nox 
a Chineso woman. “I enn't shoot 
you because you ore a western 
woman. I would do so if you were 
Chinese.” ‘he told me. 

After the fall.of Hsuchow, Miss 
Wilkinson proceeded ta the hend- 
quarters of General Chung Yeo-ming, 
who presented her with a ilttle donkey

CHINESE VICTORY 


En route to General Kwan Lin- 
cheng’s headquarters, Miss Wilkinson 
joined the party of Miss Chang Yi- 
Lien, Tass News agency representa- 
tive. General Cheng who had been 
wounded four times, gnve Miss 
Wilkinson an account of a 10 doy 
engagement which had ended in vic- 
tory for the Chinese, who lost 10,000 
men but succeeded in driving the 
Japanese back. From the beginning 
ef the battle, the Chinese had had 
no cover, not even a trench. Miss 
Wiikinson saw o falr amount of cap-= 
tured Japanese equipment, incluaing 
machine guns ond witnessed four 
Japanese planes brought down over 
Nanchat Mountains. 


I_was particuldrly anxious to get 
to Tsingtao, where I knew there eas 
a British consul, she sald. I started 
walking ‘along the’ Tsin-Pu railway 
line and was offered a lift in a Japan- 
Cse troop train which, I was told, 
was going. to Tsingtao. But they 
licd to me and I found, to my horror, 
that they were retuming to Hsu- 
chow. I could not leave the train 
before I was taken back to Hsuchow, 
and had to start my long ‘journey 
over again, ‘ 


I started walking again, and on 
the second day obtained a lift in a 
Japanese railway trolley. I was 
sorry I ever accepted the lift, for my 
experiences were, to say the least, 
most unpleasant. I got off the trol- 
ley as soon ag I could, at Lungchen, 
and was fortunate in meeting a cour- 
teous Japanese officer who, realising 
my plight, put me on a troop train 
which took me through to Tsingtao. 


For two. nights ond two days I 
travelled in a compartment with 14 
Japanese soldiers, sleeping on‘a mat 
in the compartment, 


‘At Tsingtao I was taken to the 
Japancse military headquarters, and 
Inter to n Japanese hotel, On the 
following day I was handed over to 
the British consulale and shortly 
afterwards left Tslngtao for Hong- 
kong. 


Miss Wilkinson expressed horror at 
the Inadéquate medical facilities in 
China. - se “ 

“Thousands and thousands of Chi- 
nese soldiers are dying because they 
cannot recelve treatment,” shoe said. 
“The Chinese Red Cross doca all it 
can to help them, but It is hopeless- 
ly handicapped by Its Inck: of sup- 
plies. International oid must bo 
given to China In ‘this direction. ‘It 


is the least that civilisation can do 


for these unfortunate people.”

Strect, was 
extremely interesting..On the day 
the settlement was opened I paid.a 
visit there as it appeared from thé 
papers that such o visit would ‘be 
welcome, That day a gentleman 
and two ladies were arranging about 
the partitions and the tenants. I 
have since visited it several tlmes 
and my wife visited it in the after- 
noon; probably mor¢ than 30 times, 
and found a number of women will- 
ing to learn to read. A Chinese 
woman who accompanied my wife 
stil] visits the’ women once u week.” 


It is a fact that something should 
be done, but it appears that the 
tenants at the’ settlement are fairly 
well to do. The protection of Chil-’ 
dren Soclety. reports that the average 
living expense in many, cascs is about 
$1.40 per month, or for a family of 
8 sny, $21.20, 


{The Government probably docs not 
wish to face the problem of caring 
for slum dwellers. Exoctly what 
this means fs mot clear. Are there 
100,000 slum, dwellers in Hongkong? 
And if so how is the Government to 
house them? 


[have given much thought to this 
subject, and had an opportunity to 
visit people {n very poor districts in 
Enst London, Some people think we 
ought to have municipal government, 
and we might prove our fitness for 
this by the cure of the poor, which 
would be a good training ground for 
municipal service. 


There are many problems involved 
(i) housing (2) provisior. for food 
and (3) education. 

In 1935 I wrote to the Government 
on the subject of renting a fat for 
un experiment for housing street 
sleepers, and made arrangements to 
employ a man, but obout four 
months afterwards received a reply 
from Government, replying in part 
to my application, but insisting on 
certain terms, which made it !m- 
posalbic to make it a paying experi- 
ment. I was prepared personally to 
lose $200 a year on the experiment. 

A. proper scheme should be 
worked out in which the property 
should be self supporting. In the 
S. C, M. Post a few weeks ago a 
scheme was put forward which 
might be carried cut without offend- 
ing against ordinances. It seems 
impossible with present land values 
to secure land for building premises 
suitable for poor people. 

That article contained suggestions 
as to a possible-effort. Government 
might be satisfied with moderate 
yround rent for such a scheme 
specially as the land might be let 
for a definite period at a lower 
rental. The scheme was B self sup- 
porting one. 


Private enterprise and gencrous |: 


philanthropy might make such a 
scheme possible, but that plan only 
prepared for 420 people, and 250 
such compounds would be needed te 
accommodate 100,000 people, includ- 
ing families probably morc than 250 
would be required. If the Govern- 
ment let the ground as above sug 
gested, and provided lntrincs and a 
suitable site for kitchens the pro- 
posed erection would not cost much 
more than $12,000 to $15,000 for each 
compound. 

Proposals have been before the 
Government re eompulsory education 
for many years past bul they have 
not yet been able to take up this 
question. Voluntary education gcn- 
erally falls througn and, Jf education 
is to be provided, it must be on ¢ 
payment basis. I am prepared te 
join with others in such a scheme. 
but financially 1 cannot manage ¢ 
large amount. 

I should like to mect the people 
Interested in the Social Scttlemen 
scheme, but so for have never har 
the opportunity of doing so, 
the one glimpse of the busy leade 
on the opening day.

Engineers’ “No 
Interference 
With Our Rights” 
ARMS PLAN DECISION 


Morecambe, June 1. 

Thirty -nine National Gommittee 
delegates of the Amalgamated En- 
gineering Union, representing 300,000 
members, unanimously passed a 
resolution declaring that they would 
not tolerate any Interference with 
the rights and privileges of the 
AEWU,, believing that any form of 
dilution was unnecessury and had 
not been justified. 

Dilution fears (dilution means 
introducing into factories and work- 
shops semi-skilled labour to do work 
regarded as skilled) swayed the dele- 
gates, together with an appeal by 
Little, for 
the delegates to support the stand 
maintained by the Executive Council. 

“Just the resolution the executive 
wanted,” was Mr. Little’s comment. 
“It lets the public and the Govern- 
ment know where the A.E.U. stands 
on the question of dilution.” 

“KEEP NOSES OUT” 

The resolution, Iast of a series, 
also cased the minds of the executive 
from the perils of an amendment 
demunding that the executive should 
“definitely refuse to pledge the or- 
gunisatlon to the support of the 
National Government's rearmament 
programme.” Mr. Fred A. Smith, the 
general seerctary, declared that the 
effect of such a resolution would be 
to stop engineers making any arma- 
ments at all. 

The vote, 23-24, killed this amend- 
ment and the subsequent resolution 
Blossed It over. 

A surprise of the dcbate was 
tho plain speakng of a Hull alr- 
eraft worker, 38-years-old Mr. R. 
W. Brooks. “Let us keep our | 
noses out af the International 
Political affalrs and deal with 
industrial matters,” he sald, 

“Our job is to safeguard our craft.” 

Heedless of the exclamations of 
surprise, Mr. Brooks urged the de- 
legates to let the armament workers 
get on with thelr job and stop inter- 
fering. 

Alr Ministry methods came in Lor 
sharp criticism during the debate. 
“They don’t know their job," said 
Mr. W. Somerville, of Renfrew. 
“The only one there whe has any 
pretence to being an engineer. was 
Lord Weir, and he has resigned.” 

Mr. Little sald that rearmament 
progress seemed to be. satisfactory 
until March,: when everything sud- 
denly appeared to have gone phut. 
It was then discovered that the 
acceleration of the existing plans had 
become essential and that there must 
be an increase in the R.A.F. ‘and in 
anti-aireraft defence. 

At an interview between the ex- 
ecutive and Sir Thomas Inskip, 
Minister for the Co-ordination of 
Defence, on March 4 they referred 
Sir Thomas to Press .Freports that 
there was ample evidence that alr- 
eraft had been exported. In, spite 
of what had transpired earlier in the 
House of Commons, Sir Thomas 
stated that 204 obsolescent ’planes 
had _been exported. 

“Deliberately to mislend us-in this 
fashion on such an important issue 
as military aircraft and .the export 
of it," declared Mr. Little, “Is not 
calculated to be helpfol in. this 
national emergency, if one exists.’* 

When they asked about -a report 
that machine guns of British manu- 
facture had been sent to Japan, Sir 
Thomas said -that he was surprised 
to hear of it, but the facts could

“One thing I am certain about is 
that, notwithstanding the Prime 
Minister's assurances and. satisfaction 
about ~Hitler -and «Mussolini, those

two gentlemen must have given him 
an exceedingly bad time during the 
week-end before last.” 

"PLANE MEN IDLE 

Mr. Little said that they had to 
remind Sir Thomas about the policy 
of the unjon'’s National Committec, 
which was that they should resist 
the Government's arms programmer 
unless such urmaments were used fc 
the purpose of national defence and 
for establishing collective security. 

Referring to an interview between 
the unions and the Engineering Em- 
ployers’ Federation, Mr. Little sald 
they showed the employers that a 
tremendous number of men were idle 
even in alreraft factories to-day. 

Mr, Little said that among the em- 
ployers’ proposals was one that there 
was a possible opportunity for women 
In jobs for which they wero fitted. 
Those proposals meant , ut the em- 
ployers were asking for dilution of 
the most comprehensive kind, not 
only on aircraft ond naval work, but 
also on commercial work. 

A resolution was moved from the 
floor demanding that the executive 
should refuse to pledge the union to 
support the rearmament programme 
until the Government gave an assur- 
ance that it would unite with the 
penceful Powers working in con- 
formlty with the League policy of 
pooled and collective security. 

AN AMENDMENT 

An amendment, moved by Mr. L. 
Tomkins, Upper Norwood, sought to 
confine the resolution, to a refusal 
of support. 

Sir Walter Citrine, secretary of the 
T.U.C., had suggested that there 


-should be a committce composed of 


the Government, cmployers, and 
trade unions, “We do not require 
Sir Walter to lay his cout over the 
mud so that the A.E.U. wilt walk 
into the channels Chamberlain and 
the employers want them to. We do 
not want the T.U.C. butting in and 
selling our privileges.” 

The suggestion that women should 
be drafted into: Industry when .we 


had 2,000,000 unemployed was a 
deliberate attempt by the Govern 
ment to smash the trade unions. 
Mr. T, Sillars (Glasgow) deplored 
“the fact that Sir Walter Citrine had 
thought fit to treat with contempt 
the executive of the ALE.U. in going 
behind their backs and being pre- 
pared’ to make an ngreement on 
poveee for setting up a tripartite 


Mr. Fred Smith sald if they decided 
to assist the Government on certain 
terms they’ had to Insist that every 
engineer should be fully employed 
and that every bit of plant was 
thoroughly used before they con- 
sidered any relaxations. He warn- 
ed them that some other unions 
might step in if the A.E.U. stepped 
out, 

The amendment was defeated by 
23 votes to 14, with two neutral, 

“NO GUARANTEE” . 

A further amendment moved by 
Mr. A. Young (Plymouth) applauded 
‘thé refusal of the executive to co- 
operate with the pro-Fascist National 
Government while it remained out- 
side on alliance of peace-loving and 
democratic countries and refused to 
support the demands of arms for 
Spain, the restoration of the League, 
and ‘colicctlve security.” There was 
no guarantee acceptable from the 
Government adequate to justify the 
surrender of ono privilege, added the 
amendment, é 

This was carried by 24 yotes to 15, 

The. statement that no interference 
with rights would be tolerated came 
from Mr, D, Thomson (Palsley) in 
the form of a third amendment.. 
qa was also carried by 24 votes to

Yesterday the Hongkong Tele- 
graph was able to disclose the 
probability of Great Britain 
placing with Canadian muni- 
tion’ manufacturers orders: for 
some millions of pounds sterling 
worth of war materials; and the 
possibility that the Dominion 
might become, increasingly, an 
arsenal for the British Empire, 
on account of its relative natural 
security from air attack a3 com- 
pared with Britain herself. Ob- 
viously such an arrangement 
would not be without its dis- 
advantages; for in time of war, 
were Britain’s armament bases 
to be concentrated in Canada, it 
might prove awkward in the 
extreme to maintain the supply 
of shells and planes required in 
the defence of the Mother Coun- 
try and the rest of the British 
Commonwealth. Just the same, 
there are obvious advantages in 
the suggestion, which, by the 
way, is by no means ‘new. 
Munitions plants -in Canada, 
employing expert staffs from 
Britain and day-Ixbour from the 
Canadian cities where they were 
established, would be safe from 
Jaic raiders} and moreover, they, 
would provide a stimulus to in- 
dustry and an opportunity for.

MPUERE exists a vist nmount of 

literature dealing with the 
manifold superstitions of the human 
race. Most of It, however, is con- 
cerned with the beliefs of Occidental 
people; for even now the Oricnt has 
not yet come properly into the full 
scope of scholastic research. This is 
largely on account of Mngual difficul- 
tles, cither real or Imagined; but more 
§ dally to the ‘fact that great 
stretches of the East, (is a lea 
treognita in more ways than one. “A 
country whose extensive folklore and 
traditlons have yet to be thoroughly 
Investigated ts China; for in this 
ancient land, those very superstitions 
which have been in abeyance In the 
West for some generations, still 
flourish in apparent undiminished 
popularity, Such, for example, is 
that highly interesting form of 
superstitlon connected with the days 
of the month, which through some 
strange freak of chance, are believed 
fo be either capable’ of bringing 
fortune or wreaking woe, In fact, 
it Is in the Middle Kingdom where 
the belief In the eMecacy of lucky and 
unlucky days has Its strongest hold, 
and here, too, has the notion been so 
elaborated and systematised that it 
assumes the proportions of a mysttc 
dogma. Fe. 


Mystic: Ndimber 7 

An_Instance of this olieged occult 
significance of luck or misfortune 
attributed to the influence of the 
numerical sequence of the days in 
the month js that credited to the 
number seven. The Chinese state 
thut the seventh day is replete with 
mystic import, which may arise from 
the fact it is an astronomical period— 
the phnses of the moon are spoken. 
of as changing every seven days— 
or it may be nothing more than an 
example of the universal heritage of 
the race; for seven has always been 
esteemed os the magic numeral par 
excellence, Whatever the actual 
reason, the seventh day and the 
period which it begins or terminates, 
have always been regarded in China 
as possessing pecullar properties, and 
are especially fitting. for religious 
observances. Thus, for instance, the 
7th, 14th, 21st, 26th, 35th, 42nd and 
49th dnys after a person’s death are 
marked by solemn religious masses, 
at: which ‘the sbaven-pated Buddhist 
monks or'nuns_ chant the mystical 
“Ullambana Sutra,” which fs known 
tothe Cantonese “as the Yue-laan- 
p’oon King. In addition to its signi- 
ficance in the plous ceremonies of the 
People, the seventh day {fs considered

The notion that certain days are 
luckier than others, whilst it still 
exists to a limited extent In Western 
countries, muy be said searcely If 
ever to enter In the computations of 
people nowadays. There ure, of 
course, a considerable number who 
drend the numeral thirteen, and 
affirm that if it) should fall on a 
Friday, it is an omen of peculiar In- 
nuspiciousness, the mujority, how- 
ever, pay no attention whatsoever to 
the wieged mystic significance of the 
various days of the month. 


Every Day Has Its 
Significance 


The Chinese masses on the other 
hand, attach great importance to 
every day tn the month, end almost 
any Chinese amah can reckon up ta 
moment's notice all those days which 
are very lucky or very unlucky. 
Most of this information ts contained 
in the ubiquitous oracle of the people 
—the T'’ung-shing or “Chinese 
Almanac.” Much of St, however, is 
comprised in a book entitled the 
Waang-lek-t’ung-shue or ‘“Chrono- 
logteal Calendar," In this worl Which 
Is quite well known amongst the 
common people, an exhaustive list of 
lucky and unlucky days is given 
which Is very interesting on account 
of the fact that this datum {is popular- 
ly considered to be infallible and is 
therefore widely observed. 

The gist of this fnformation js re- 
produced here in the form of a table, 
in which the ominous signification 
of every day in any month may be 
noted ut a glance. It will be seen 
that it is arranged in twelve parts, 


“each section being grouped under 


characters which express to the Chi- 
nese mind much of the mystic import 
of the dates given below. 

The following is the practical ap- 
plication of this unique system: It 
will be seen that the 6th, 7th, Sth, 
11th, 8th, 23rd and 30th day of any 
month nore considered to be very un- 
lucky, whilst the Ist, 4th, 8th, 13th, 
16th, 20th and 25th are on the other 
hand highly auspicious. Tho 2nd, 
3rd, 6th, 10th, 12th, 14th, 15th, 17th, 
22nd, 24th, 26th, 27th and 29th are 
regarded as being neither lucky nor 
unlucky, | . 

Certain duys are-considered to be 
especially appropriate for’ the ac- 
complishment of certain things, as 
for example, the 6th, 18th, and 30th 
whilst generally innuspicious are yet 
regarded as lucky for “hunting and 
fishing, calling in o doctor, or ‘tear- 
ing down a house.” It. will be noted. 
from reference to the table thnt 
these numerals are classified under 
the character p’oh signlfying oddly 
enough “to break,” and whilst it is 
evident that there is some connection 
with ft ond “the tearmg down. of 
a house,” still what fs the link that 
binds {it to the act of hunting and 


| fishing is not very clear,

The 7th and 19th days of the 
month, being classified under the 
character ngai meaning “perilous or 
dangerous,” are of course highly un- 
lucky but not so much as those 
grouped under the character p’oh. On 
the other hand, the 11th and the 23rd, 
whilst unlucky for mortals are still 
considered to be the very days on 
which to exterminnte all manner of 
vermin from the white ant in the 
woodwork to the rat in the wall; for 
as the Chinese reason, is it .not so, 
that these days are grouped under 
that Ideograph meaning to ‘close or 
stop up,” so hence Is it not fitting 
that the holes of pests should be 
stopped-up at this time? * * a 

The Oth and 2iat days, ‘whilst or- 
dinarily, are considered to be rather 
indifferent in the matter.of luck, are 
‘yet considered excellent ones: on 
which to cut down trees, and it -Is 
stated, whether true or not, that most 
of the Illegal depredations of: Chinese 
wood cutters generally’ take place on 
these days in the moon. These two 
dates are also, singularly enough, 
eateemed as fitting ‘onca for ‘either 
proposnis of marriage -or the actual 
wedding ceremony itself, Of course, 
the best days for‘doing anything are 
those which aro classified aa “lucky”, 
and one may be sure that the average 
Chinces amah and: houseboy ure 
particularly scrupulous on these occa-

Too Literal 


I endeavoured to impress on this 
newly-found friend, of whom I 
spoke, the propricty of advising those 
offenders against Inguistic decorum 
in his native place, to say simply 
“Guaclic,” and drop that objectlon- 
able “the.” I feel, however, that in 
thus tenderlng gratuitous advice I 
was “wasting my sweetness on the 
desert air.” 


The crror here is one of Introduc- 
ing Gaelle Idlom Into another langu- 
age i¢, English. The phrase, “A 
bruldhean na Gaidhlig,” (e., speak- 
ing Guellic,” has the article “na” 
corresponding to “the,” but it must 
be stressed that what is quite appro- 
priate in the usage of one Inngunge 
may be entirely wrong in nonother. 
The literal translation of the above 
Gaelle phrase into English involves 
the use of the word “the”—1.c., 
“the” Gaclic—in quite a stullifying 
fashion, 


How has this lMngulstic pecullarity 
of expression, as one might call it, 
crept into use? Highlanders ond 
Lowlanders alike commit the error. 
The latter, of course, ore {o be 
excused, They merely necepted the 
idiom from thelr Highland acquaint- 
ances. 


The onswer to the above question 
In that ora 
when a knowledge of English wns 
regarded as on accomplishment on 
the part of the people In Gacldom, 
literal translations from Gnelle into 
English .weré rather common. The 
om ef the Gael epiruded Itself on 
English, as spoken in fsolat ~ 
Jand districts. eh 


Mixed Idiom 


Instances can be given thus—

Qeulties of the forger, the need to 
write freely without on appearance 
of copying or hesitation, and It is 
the most successful way of produc- 
ing an accurate reproduction. But 
if a forgery {s suspected, this will 
not deceive the expert's ray. The 
changes in colour of the Ink ag it 
comes from the pen and bites into 
the paper show the direction of Its 
flow, und by u comparison with the 
genuine signature, written the right 
way, it 1s posslble to detect the 
trick. 


“Pen Lifts” 


Nor is there any hope of success- 
ful retouching, This ts one of the 
forger's great temptations. A slgna- 
ture, he thinks, would be a perfect 
imitation if that last letter had a 
slightly longer tail, Therefore he 
adds a tiny stroke, so delicately that 
not even a magnifying glass would 
reven] it. But the ray js a different 
matter. If the pen was the lenst 
bit wetter or drier when the addi- 
tlon was made, the ink will appear 
u completely different shade. Pro- 
bably he pressed more Nghtly than 
in doing the rest of the letter ,uand 
the flbres of the paper will show 
that, too. And if the joln is inaccurate 
by a fraction it will show up jagged 
and uneven. 


The modern expert can avold cer- 
fain pitfalls that sometimes dls- 
credited his predecessor. A great 
evidence of forgery is the fraudulent 
pen lift, which comes from the In- 
voluntary pause and raising of his 
pen that 9 forger makes when he 
hesitates, ri 


In a clumsy forgery these lifts are 
visible to the eye, and in all but the 
cleverest forgeries they should be 
seen under the glass, Consequently 
experts came to rely implicitly on 
them, and the presence in ao signao- 
ture of-pen Iifts often justified them 
in saying with confidence that it wos a 
forgery. But now it ts known that 
many people, especially those who 
write with difficulty, make pen lifts 
very like the fraudulent ones, and 
so much more care {s taken to dis- 
tinguish between genuine and false. 


Forgery investigation -has now 
reached a point beyond which no 
forger can go, With modern ap- 
paratus there can only be superficial 
deception, and the forger is bound to 
be discovered {n the end. When the 
expert relied on. his own observa- 
tions he was sometimes proved badly 
wrong, but the. more he depends on 
science, the more deadly become his 
weapons against crime. Science ole

Charles Bressey made London history. In front of him 


ona table lay a 62-page, 40,000-word report. Behind him 


on the wall hung three huge maps. : 
They represented the fruits of his three years’ work 


on the Greater London Highways Development Survey. 
Red and yellow lines on the maps, close-set lines of print in 
the report, indicated his colossal schemes and proposals for mect- 
ing London’s traffic problems for the next 80 years. 
Among literally hundreds of recommendations embodied in 


the report the most spectacular. 


are: ; 

A new east-to-west boulevard traffic from Inner London; 
12 miles Jong connecting New north-to-south roads car- 
Enstern Avenue with West- ‘ried over south and south- 
east London on great via- 


Ps Avenue; ‘iecel duets: 
ree at concentric ring- ; 
eda designed to deflect} Traffic tunnels under Kensing- 
* ton Gardens, Mayfair and 

the Crystal Palaco;

Sir Charles's recommendations, if 
carried oul, will. involve the con- 
struction of over 600 miles of new 
routes, including 307 miles of park- 
ways, which he visualises as running 
through open country between exist- 
ing roads, protected from building by 
the reservation of wide strips of 
parkland on either side, und reserved 
for motors only. 

He asks for a new tunnel under 
the Thames at Woolwich, duplication 
of the existing tunnels at Blackwall 
and Rotherhithe, a new bridge at 
Egham, viaducts over, the Elephant 
and Castle and New Cross. 

Be will make no prediction of the 
probable cost or the length of time 
necessary to complete his schemes. 

Based on estimates given by the 
Registrar-General, Slr Charles's plan 
envisages a London with a popula- 
tion of 10,760,000 by 1951 and with 
a traffic volume four times its pre- 
sent density. : 

In carrying out his survey, he has 
photographed London from the air, 
taken censuses fo determine the 
origin, destination and volume of

CCORDING to the stntement 

! made by General G. Ugnki, the 
Japanese Minister for Foreign 
Affairs ond published in these 
columns yesterday, It seems the 
sanction of the Jnpanese Cabinet is 
required before the Japanese Olympic 
Executive Committee can officially 
cancel preparations for the 1940 
Olymple Games which were awarded 
to Tokyo by the International Com- 
mittee. This sanction has now been 
obtained and the Olympic Games, 
as far as Tokyo is concerned, are 
cancelled. From many points of view 
this decision is to be regretted; 
nevertheless it has long ,been felt 
that a country at war--and nothing 
which political fillbusterers can say 
will convince the world that the pre- 
sent fighting in China is not war— 
Is not the most sultable onc to or- 
ganise the Olympic Games, which 
were revived towards the close of the 
last century to promote Internattonal 
goodwill, However, Japan has done 
the correct thing by making an early 
decision so that suMcient time is 
given to another country toe prepare. 
The present decision 1s not entirely 
unexpected; for tong before news 
leaked out of Indecision in the coun- 
try, many people felt confident that 
the Games would not be held in 
Tokyo. Their confidence has now 
been justified. The rensons for 
Japan's renunciation are obvious, and 
have been amplified by statements by 
General Ugaki and the Secretary of 
the Japanese cabinet,
